plosion occurred Friday, has been vis- 
ited by thousands of people. Frederick 
Potter, agent for Orlando B. Potter, 
the owner of the building, has a force 
of workmen engaged In tearing down 
the wrecked partitions and tho floors, 
preparatory to making .repairs. Build- 
Ing Inspector Brady says thav. tho main 
walls ol tho building were unshaken, 
the principal thunage being done to the 
Inner walla. 


Mr. Washington E. Conner said he 


culled on Mr. Russel Sage yesterday 
morning at his house and found him 
looking quite bright and cheerful. He 
will be all right again in a few days. 
"1 think there is no truth in the rumor 
that any bonds or securities were either 
lost by Mr. Sage or myself," said Mr. 
Conner. 
"What papers were scattered 


on the Ooors were picked up again, and 
we are all right. We wont lose a dol- 
lar save by the destruction of the office 
aud furniture." 


Police Inspector Byrnes, after visit- 


lug the scene yesterday morning, said 
that the man who threw the bomb evi- 
dently knew Mr. Sage by sight, and 
waited for him to come out of the 
private office before he advanced to the 
window and made known his business. 
A man, whose name the inspector 
would 4J>t reveal, went into Mr. Sage'i 
office two miuutes before the explosion, 
ou business. He saw tho man sitting 
there, evidently waiting for some one. 
This man took his seat behind the 
stranger, to await his turn at the 
window. The stranger kept his seat 
for ten miuutes and then tho waiting 
business man, becoming impatient, 
advanced to the window, transacted hii 
bnulness aud went away leaving Wilson 
sitting in the outer office. The dyna- 
miter kept his seat until Mr. Sage came 
out of his private offlcft. 
From his seat 


tho man Wilson could see Mr. Sage 
through tlie little window. He at once 
ffot «up and, advancing to the window, 
handed a card with the name "n. D. 
Wilson" on it, to Clerk Norton, saying 
at tho same time: "Give that to Mr, 
i?age. I want to see him about some 
bonds for Mr. Rockefeller." Mr. Nor- 
ton handed the card to Mr. ~age who 
at once turned to the window and 
Bpolce to tho man. What happened 
afterwards, was told in tho United 
Pre«s dispatches oi Friday. 


Mr. Byrnes said"' that Mr. Sage 


was not in the least excited when 
the head of the dynamiter was shown 
to him at his home la,gt night. Ho sat 
up in bed, looked at tho head critically 
and said: -"That is the man. I re- 
member the face well." Mr. Sage 
showed no signs o? nervousneis. The 
gas lights I'jrthe room were all turned 
up and the face could be plainly Men. 
The head was in the room before Mr. 
Sago was told what he wa» to «ee. No 
one in the house knew what the baiket 
contained, excepting Mr. Byrne* and I)r. 
Munn, when it was brought in. Mr. 
Sage's family knew nothing of It. The 
head of the bomb-thrower, which ii 
now at the morgue, will be held lor 
Identification. Inspector Byrnes thinks 
If persons who know any one answer- 
ing the description of the man will go 
and see the head, in that way, the 
identity of the man may be eatablished. 
Persons who know of any such man 
missing are also requested to take a 
look at the head. Inspector Byrnes 
told the United Press reporter that Mr. 
Sage had never spoken to him about 
the threatening letters he had received 
from Walsh. lie had lint little to say 
about the identity of the dynamiter. 


Inspector Byrnes and several detec- 


tives have been searching during the 
^day lor every &erap of tho dead man's 
"effects, with a hope that from some of 
them a tangible clew might be ob- 
tained. All tho effects were found, 
but whether or not a clew accompanied 
them the inspector will not say. These 
articles, In the opinion of the detect- 
ives, undoubtedly belonged 
to tin 


dynamiter. A silk hat with a glazed 
sweat band under which were stamped 
the letters "M. C." and the figures 
'07-58-800." In the breast pocket ol 
the overcoat was found a black sea! 
pocketbook containing a $10 bill and 
two satchel keys. 
In the overcoat 


pocket were also two pairs > of dogskin 
gloves, No. 1%. One pair was quite 
new; tlie other was worn. The detect- 
Ives also found a piece of shell of the 
bomb in the ceiling. It was of very 
thin sheet Iron, three inches long by 
half an inch wide. One of its' edges 
was perforated. 


Deputy Coroner Jenkins made an 


autopsy on tho head of the man yester- 
day. An extravasation of blood was 
found on the loft side of the brain 
caused by concussion. 


The brain was put in Mueller's fluid 


a solution of bl-chroinato of potash, am 
the head in Wicksheimer's fluid. Doc 
tors Edward C. Spitscko, Landon Car 
tor Gray and Dunham will assist in 
making a preliminary examination o 
the brain. Tho two jars containing the 
head and brain were taken to the Car 
negle laboratory in East Twenty-sixth 
street. Before tho head was cut open 
photographs were taken of It in thre 
different positions—a front view, three 
quarters view, and a side view,showing 
the profile. 


It will take several weeks to harden 


the brain sufficiently to make a micro 
scoplc examination. The bichromate o 
pota»h solution will be applied everj 
day. The operation will take severa 
weeks. Then the brain will be given 
thorough examination under a power 
ful microscope, and the man's menta 
condition ascertained. The head can 


be seen from all sides of the jar tn 
which it was placed without being 
taken out. 


William D. Tyler, of Taeoma, Wash- 


ington, called at the morgue yesterday 
afternoon and viewed the dead bom b- 
thrower's f ace. The face bore a strik- 
ing resemblance to that of a man 
named Wilson, who was at one time 
business manager 
of the 
Taeoma 


Ledger. This Wilson has been con- 
fined in an insane asylum in Illinois, 
he saw Wilson in Portland, Ore., about 
eight months ago. He will send a tele- 
gram to Taeoma to find what became 
of the Wilson referred to. 


The police of the second precinct re- 


ported at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
that they had found-portions of a hu- 
man body in the ruinsof Russell Sage's 
office. The fragments were sent to the 
morgue. It is believed that the re- 
mains are a part of tho bomb-thrower's 
body.

United 
Press 
reporter has 


learned that a $100,000 check is miss- 
ing. Mr. Osborne, one of Mr. Sage's 
cashiers, says that when he went out 
of tha office just before noon to get his 
luncheon, there was a check for $100,- 
000 lying on the desk. He does not 
know what has become of it, though 
he says it may be in the valuable rub- 
bish which he has collected in the 
boxes, now under lock and key in the 
Manhattan Co.'s office. 


The body of Clerk Norton was re- 


moved yesterday to liis home in Eocka- 
way, for burial. 


Capt. 
Henry Home, 
lecturer of 


Worth's museum, last night identified 
the head ol the bomb-thrower as that 
01 a man who had a conversation with 
him about two weeks ago. This man, 
whose nam« he had forgotten, invited 
Home to go out lecturing- on monopo- 
lies and socialistic topics. Home says 
the man told him he was going to write 
to all the capitalists like Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage, and if they did not come 
to hear Home lecture he would write 
them again and if they still ignored his 
equest he would blow them all up. 
Home continued: "He wanted every- 
hing placed under the auspices of the 
moral government. Passengers, he 
aid, should be carried as freight, and 
y this method it would cost but sixty 
ents for a passage from New York to 
an Francisco. He said he was a mem- 
er of a strong organization formed for 
10 purpose of advancing these ideas. 
'he body was a religious one and was 
nstituted for the good of the poor. 
It 


rould elevate the pauper. He showed 
10 a blue ribbon, which he said was an 
fficer's badge and that he was an 
fficer. lie told me that I would 
ot be selected to do the bomb-throw- 
ng. When any monopolist refused to 
ccept the invitation to attend the lec- 
ures and his death-was voted by the 
rganization, lots would be drawn, the 
man drawing the blank would ije de- 
ailed to throw the bomb. He Intro- 
uced me to other men, who, he said, 
were members of tho society. One of 
hose men I remember well. He was a 
mall-sized man, wore dark moustache 
und a short, stubby board.

Home says that he became tired of 
alking to these men, and avoided 
hem. "Later on I saw both of these 
men," said Home, "on the street. 
Aoquaintanco No. S saw me enter the 
museum one day, and u few minutes 
ater the doorkeeper' handed me a 
ard." Home handed Inspector Byrnes 
he card which had been sent in to 
1m. On the back of the card was 
written a request for an interview with 
lorne. Tbo note was signed "W. D. 
Southworth, San Francisco, care of 
Jorrls hotel, No. 11 West street, New 
York." 


Inquiry r*as made for Southworth at 
he hotel, and an employ stated that he 
eft for South America about two weeks 
igo. Inspector Byrnes'telegraphed to 
.he chief of police at San Francisco ask- 
ng if there had been any person ar- 
rested there within the past two years 
'or making incendiary speeches on the 
mbjcct of capitalism, anarchism, gov- 
ernment control of railroads, etvv, and 
f so to wire him a description and par- 
ticulars. At a late hour last night the 
nspector had not received a reply to 
lis query. The inspector considered 
tho story told by Horno as being very 
>robable, and thinks that an answer to 
lis telegram to the chief of police at 
San Francisco will clear matters a lit- 
,le. He says there Can be no collusion 
L>etween Home and the liotel men and 
;hat "acquaintance No. 1" is undoubt- 
edly tho man whose head Is now at the 
morgue. 


George Francis Train, accompanied 


by a young man, visited the morgue 
last night. The pair were taken to the 
ante-room of the morgue and shown. 
Several fragments of wearing apparel 
kupposed to have belonged to the man 
whose head lay in the morgue. Train 
picked up one of a pair ol hose which 
bad been worn by tho bomb-thrower. 
Train scanned the article carefully and 
then declared that it was one ol a pair 
of hose he had given to a friend a few 
weeks 
ago. 
Capt 
Donovan, who 


stood 
by, 
smiled 
incredulously. 


Train glanced up quickly and remarked: 
'There is no mistake in this, cap- 
tain," and pulling offl one of his shoes, 
showed that the material of the socks 
he wore was tlie same as that of tho 
single sock he had^in his hand. "I 
mean business," continued Train, "but 
I'm not at liberty to say all I know just 
yet." 


Train's companion inado no attempt 


to help in the identification. Subse- 
quently Train was allowed to look 
upon the head of bomb-thrower 
As 


he withdrew from the morgue lie said 
that he and his friend would bo seen 
later. 


Tho injured patiants at the hospital 


are reported as doing as well as could 
be expected.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Tbe legisla 


live outlook for tho Fifty-second con- 
gress, in the opinion of leading men in 
both houses, is not clearly defined. 
There are no continuing subjects which 
cither house can take up of itsell and 
pass to completion. This being- a new 
congress, all legislation must originate 
do novo. A number of important meas- 
ures passed by the last house were 
pending in the senate when it ad- 
journed. 
Amongst them were the 


elections or force bill, a bankruptcy 
bill, the pure larA bill and others. 
There is no probability of an attempt 
to revive 
the elections bill daring 


the 
nsxt 
congress. 
It 
is likely 


that the 
desirability 
of 
adopting 


some national system of v regulating 
bankruptcy may engage the attention 
of the senate committee on commerce. 
Senator Paddock, of Nebraska, will 
enfa-avor to press his pure food bill as 
a substitute for the lard bill. Senator 
Culloni has some amendments to the 
interstate commerce bill to propose. 


The silver question, in various shapes, 


was pending when the Fifty-first con- 
gress terminated, and there was an in- 
vestigation into the works of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff act in progress by a. com- 
mittee of the senate. Should the result 
of that investigation be actively brought 
to the front it might precipitate a tariff 
debate in the senate. There is a dis- 
position, however, on the part of lead- 
ing senators of both parties to leave 
the initiative tariff fight in the house, 
where it belongs, and not to force the 
fighting in the senate on any of tho is- 
sues which will enter into the presi- 
dential contest of 181W. 


Senators believe that a, very large in- 


terest of the coming session will be 
centered in the executive sessions. In- 
teresting information is expected in re- 
gard to our relations with Chili 
If in 


the time that lias gone by or at the 
present time, onr relations with that 
country havecassumed a phase which 
might hiwo endangered or which still 
endangers peace, the facts will be laid 
before the senate, either by public mes- 
sage or by confidential communication, 
in either case to be considered in execu- 
tive session. It is though that not all 
the reciprocity agreements which have 
been negotiated with Spain and Span- 
ish-American countries under the reci- 
procity clauses of the McKinley bill 
corne under thatclause. Some of them 
present points requiring concurrent ac- 
tion by the senate. 


The increasing gravity of the situa- 


tion in China may Impose upon the 
United States the necessity of taking 
action for tho protection of American 
interests in that country. 


Information will undoubtedly be laid 


before the senate as to tho proposed 
arbitration of the Behring sea ques- 
tion with Great Britain. The corre- 
spondence on this subject, when the 
senate last heard of it, had reached a 
stage where Great Britain proposed to 
limit arbitration to the question ol 
what rights Great Britain had conceded 
to Russia in Behring sea before tho 
purchase of Alaska by the United 
States, and to limit United States au- 
thority over Behring sea by the decision 
ttms arrived at. To this the United 
States replied that sneh a form of sub- 
mission would not be calculated to as- 
sure a conclusion satisfactory to either 
party, and proposed instead, six points 
of arbitration.

The senate will probably be informed 


to what extent Great Britain has 
agreed to submit theso questions to ar- 
bitration. 


In the matter of confirming appoint- 


ments the executive sessions of the sen- 
ate are likely to bo important. The 
names of nine new circuit judges of ap- 
peals, two interstate commerce com- 
missioners and a secretary of war will 
probably be among the first nomina- 
tions sent in 


Changes in the personnel of the sen- 


ate will necessitate a complete reorgan- 
ization of the senate committees. Sen- 
ators Edmunds, Evarts, Ingalls, Payno 
and others who have hitherto borne a 
large share of the committee work, 
have left their places to be filled by 
others. 


The element of new membership will 


play a still more jmportaat part in the 
organization of the house. Of the 2o5 
democratic members entitled to enter 
the caucus to-day, to select a speaker, 
105 have never before occupied a seat in 
congress. Nearly every state in the un- 
ion is represented on this list of ne w 
members. There is one from Arkansas, 
Terry; one from California, Camenetti; 
two from Connecticut, Spcrry and De 
Forrest; one from Delaware, Causey; 
one from Florida, Mallory; six from 
Georgia, Moses Livingston, Everett, 
Lawson, Winn and Watson; eight from 
Illinois, McGann, Durburrow, Newber- 
ry.

When to these are added twenty- 


eight new republicans members and 
eight Farmers' Alliance men, ft will be 
seen that whoever is chosen speaker 
will have a herculean task before him 
in ascertaining as far as possible the 
preferences of 141 new members who 
know nothing about committee work 
and making assignments that will bo 
satisfactory to all of them. It is not 
in the least likely that the committees 
can be arranged and the house be or- 
ganized for legislative business until 
after tne Christmas holidays. On what- 
ever basis the house committees may 
be eventually organized, it is reason- 
ably certain from official pronounce- 
ments already made by all the party 
chiefs, that Ihe five or six committees 
which share with the committee on ap- 
propriations the control of the expendi- 
tures, will be organized with a view to 
cutting down the appropriations to the 
lowest possible limit.

Ex-Senator Bell Dead. 


Ex-Senator Bell, of Peoria, who was 


etricken with apoplexy last week, died 
Sunday night. Senator Bell was born in 
MadiBon County, O., Mny 25, 1842, and 
in 1847 his mother removed to Marshall 
County, III. He served in tho war of the 
rebellion in the llthIllinois Cavalry, and 
at the close of the war began the prao 
tice of law at Clinton, removing to Lu- 
oona in 1873, He was political editor of 
the National Democrat. In 1880 hewns 
elected to the State Senate and in 1884 
was re-eleoted. In 1888 he was a candi- 
date for Lieutenant Governor on the 
Iternoeratio ticket, but was defeated. He 
leaves a wife and one child.
